BANK STATEMENT. 


The Federal Reserve Bank state- 
ment dealing with labor says. 

“One notable feature of the busi- 
ness situation during the month has 
been a change in labor conditions. 
An important factor in this connec- 
tion has been the development of 
unemployment in various parts of 
the country. 
“This unemployment has ap- 
perently been chiefly due to three 
factors. Where poor transporta- 
tion preyented deliveries of fuel 
and raw materials some plants have 
been obliged to curtail’ operations 
and thereby reduce opportunities 
for employment pending better 
conditions; in other manufacturing 
districts the shutting down of mills 
as @ result of cancellation of or 
ders and lack of demand has alsé 
thrown considerable forces of men 
out of work; elsewhere, inability to 
obtain capital for construction and 
consequent abandonment or sus 
pension of undertakings that had 
been contemplated have neoduced 
a certain amount of unemployment 
with some shifting of workers from 
one occupation to another. 


SITUATION CHANGES. 


“An effect of the changed labor 
situation, which has been the sub- 
ject of general comment in the va- 
rious Federal reserve districts, is 
an increase of the efficiency of la- 
bor. One of the largest producing 
companies in District Ne. 4 (Cleve- 
land) reports the ‘greatest four 
months in our history of pounds 
produced per man.’ 

“In District No. 1 (Boston) ‘la- 
bor is lees insistent in ite demands,’ 
and during the first halt of July 
only ten new strikes were report- 
ed to the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Labor, but two of these 
involving any considerable number 
of men. 

“During the latter part of June 
and the first two weeks of July 
there Was a marked decrease in 
the demand for factory help. The 
Boston Public Employment Pureaw 
reports a surplus of machinists, me- 
chanics and general factory work- 
ors. RKetrenchment in government 
manufacturing operations has re- 
leased some labor. 

FARMS STILL SHORT. 
“Unskillied labor is abo more 
plentiful than heretofore. In the 
agricultural regions, however, there 
is little or no relief from the shart- 
age of farm labor. District No. 6

£0 gas will flow into the supply pipe. 
“Last December.” said Harry.

CRITICISES LEAGUE STAND. 


Where Harding and Lodge 


William Howard Taft Says Nation Would Like to Know 


Are, Regarding League of 


Nations Which, He Believes, 1s Needed. 


Senator Harding's speech of ac- 
ceptance was disappointing to many 
loyal Republicans because of his 
failure to say that when he became 
President he would consistently put 
through the League of Nations with 
the reservations for which thirty- 
four Republican Senators, including 


himself, have voted twice. 

One reason for omitting a specific 
declaration of this kind doubtless 
was that the Republican platform 
was drawn without mentioning the 
League with reservations for the 
purpose of keeping Senator Johnson 
from bolting, and Mr. Harding con- 
siders that his obligation as a can- 
didate requires that he conform to 
that purpose. 

NEW PLAN HINTED. 

Nevertheless, one cannot be blind 
to the weight of emphasis he uses in 
his condemnation of the League and 
his implications rather than direct 
statements that he would wish to in- 
itiate a new association of nations 
to carry out the declarations of the 
platform instead of doing so by 
adopting the League with the Lodge 
reservations. 

It is well, however, to analyze 
what Mr. Harding and Mr. Lodge 
have said in the acceptance and 
notification addresses. It was neces- 
sary and proper to confer over their 
Addresses before delivery, and it 
helps to, construe them together to 
insure the meaging of the accep- 
tance 


Mr. Harding fully recognizes, as 
the platform does, the obligation of 
the United States to take part in a 
conventional world movement to 
make an abiding peace after this 
dreadful war. He urges that the 
unspeakable sorrows ang sacrifices 
of the war must commit the nations 
of the earth to a new and better re- 
lationship; that they would be ＋ 
vain if we cannot acclaim a ne 
order with added security to twin 
zation and peace maintenance. 

GALL OF CONSCIENCE.

NO DEFINITE PROGRAM, 


And now what does Senator Hard- 
ing propose to do to meet the oblii- 
gations of the United States he 
recegnizes both in his Senate votes 
and in his acceptance address? With 
the exception of the passage of the 
joint resolution, declaring peace 
with Germany, which Mr. Wilson 
vetoed, Mr. Harding gives no def- 
nite program of action as to the 
League after March 4, next. He 


says: 

With a senate advising as the 
Constitution contemplates, I would 
hopefully approach the nations of 
Europe and of the earth, proposing 
that understanding which\ makes us 
a willing participant in the conse- 
cration of nationg to a new relation- 
ship to commit the moral forces of 
the world, America included, to 
peace and international justice, still 
leaving America free, independent 
and self-reliant, but offering friend- 
ship for all the world. 

If men call for more specific de- 
tails I remind them that moral com- 
mittals are broad and all inclusive 
and We are contemplating peoples in 
the concern of humanity's advance- 
ment. From our own viewpoint the 
program is specifically American 
and we mean to be Americans first. 


THE NEW XssociaTION. 
With deference this is not a dof- 
Inite program as to the character 
of the association, which he would 


‘Propose to form. Indeed there is 
nothing here said that will prevent 
him from adopting the League of 
Nations with the Lodge reserva- 
tems should the other nations de- 
cline to make a new association. 

Of course, we can only conjecture 
how the other nations would meet 
a proposal of the kind suggested 
by Mr. Harding. It would have to 
be given definite form. More ex- 
prearion of good will and announce- 
men’ of moral reasons for making 
and keeping peace would not suf- 
fee. One cannot make omelets 
vithout breaking eggs. 

It makes no difference whether 
vou call it an association or a 
Teague. One cannot ate effective 
aseoctations without ligations of 


conscience for largely reduced ar- 
maments and attending reduction of 
burdens upon peace-loving human- 
ity, and insists upon American lead-, 
ership in that invaluable aceom- 
plishment. He says the Republican 
party is committed to an association | 
of nations in sublime accord to at- 
tain and preserve peace through 
justice rather than force, determined | 
to add to security through interna- 
tional law so classified that no mis-' 
conception can be possible without 
affronting the honor of the world. 

Mr. Lodge in his notification 
speech says that the Republicans 
have been and are quite ready to 
join in agreement with other pa- 
tions for the extension of The Hague 
convention, for the upbuilding and | 
codification of international law and 
the establishment of a world court of 
justice, for international conference 
in regard to nonjusticiable questions 


and for arrangements to bring about 
a general reduction of armaments. 


WHAT LEAGUE SECURES. 


These are things which the League 
with the Lodge reservations secure, 
if to the League covenant be added, | 
as is likely, the provisions now 
recommended by the Root-Philli-; 
mare commission as to the court of 
justice and international law. The 
satiction of the obligation to submit 
causes of difference to judicial con- 
sideration or to that of a confer- 
ence, is secured in the League with 
the Lodge reservations by the uni- 
versal boycott of the covenant-break- 
ing nation. 

Neither Mr. Harding nor Mr. 
Lodge announces any disapproval 
of that feature, for which they 
voted. 
All that these gentlemen condemn , 
in the League is stricken out by the 
reservations. Senator Lodge in his 


ion of the Republican Senators vot- | 
ing for the League with reservations 


the reversations complete! safe- 
gvarded the United States from the 
danger which they found tin the 


League as submitted by Mr. Wilson 
and he repeats the same idea in 
his notification address. 

Mr. Harding says the same thing 
in effect in his acceptance. He says 
he understands ghe purpose of the 
dominant group in the Senate. 
“SAFEGUARDING AMERICA.” | 
“It was not,” he says, “seeking to 
defeat a world aspiration; it was re- 
solved to safeguard America.” Again | 
he says that the administration spon- | 
sors resisted every effort to safe- | 


guard America and finally rejected 
the League when such safeguards 
were inserted. 

Mr. Harding emphasizes the evil of 
being “shackled by a written com- 
pact which surrenders our freedom 
of action and gives to a military alll- 
ance the right to proclaim America's 
duty to the world.” 

He declares that there must be 
no surrender of rights to a world 
council or its military alliance; that 
no assumed mandatory, however ap- 
pealing, ever shall summon the sons 
of this republic to war; and that 
“there ig sanctity in that right we 
will not delegate.” 

The reservation as to Article Xx 
expressly and effectively eliminates 
these features of the League. 

LODGE'S INDICTMENT. 

Mr. Lodge's indictment of the 
League in his notification speech con- | 
|tains the following: 

But when we are called upon to 
become an integral part of a per- 
manent alliance of foreign powers, 
to put ourselves in a position where 
the youth of our country can be 
summoned by foreign nations to fight 
and die in quarrels not their own, 
to entangle ourselves in all the con- 
flicts and disputes of Europe where 
we have no interest, to permit for- 
eign interference with our domestic 
questions, ang with the Monroe Doc- 
trine and to sit in an assembly where 
our vote is not the equal of that of 
every other country, we absolutely 
decline the proposition.” 
Everyone of these counts is cov- 
ered and provided against by reser- 
vations of the League for which Mr. 
Lodge and Mr. Harding voted. | 

Neither Senator Lodge nor Senator 
Harding nor their thirty-two col- 
leaghes were under obligation, be- 
cause of any conditions then exist- 
ing which will not be present after 
March 4, to vote for the League 
with the Republican reservations. 
The bitter-enders voted against the 
League with the reservations. 

w hy did not Senators Harding 
and Lodge do the same thing? Nec- 
essnrily because they thought not 
only that the reservations completely 
safeguarded America and removed 
the objections they had to the 
League, but also that our entry into 
the League with such reservations 


was a good thing for the world and 
the United States was needed

We can’t make arrangements 
to reduce armaments without cove- 
nants or agreement, to do 80. 

AGREEMENTS NECESSARY. 

We tan't settle causes in a court 
of justice or submit nonjusticia>le 
Cifferences to a conference 80 as [to 
prevent war without binding agree- 
ments to do so. When the required 
form is given to all the objects which 
Mr. Harding and Mr. Lodge have in- 
dicated as necessary and proper, 
then the other nations are quite 
likely to say: 

“But here is the League to which 
we are willing to admit you with 
all the reservations you have in- 
sisted on. It accomplishes all the 
objee™ you propose. It has been 
functioning for more than a year 
and has proven satisfactory. We 
must decline to give up what has 
served us well.” 

Of course, if meantime the League 
has failed, the case would be dif- 
ferent, but if all the nations but 
Germany, Turkey and Austria have 
found it to function properly, 
United States will encounter diffi- 
culty in securing a complete aban- 
donment of that League, brought 
about with so much effort, for some 
other plan. 

The joint resolution declaring 
peace would not effect a peace with 
Germany unless Germany passed a 
similar resolution and consented to 


the | do. 


the conditions therein recited, There 
is grave doubt whether Germany 
would do this, with the conditions 
of the resolution, which did pass 
the Congress. If it is a mere joint 
declaration of ace, then it must 
be supplemented by a treaty. 

Indeed, this would be the case in 
any event. for peace by resolution 
is most unsatisfactory in settling the 
future relations of two countries 
after a war involving *0 many 
complications. This inadequacy was 
recognized in the resolution as in- 
troduced in the last session of Con- 
gress, for the President Was re- 
gested in it, to negotiate a separate 
treaty with Germany in order to 
supplement the deficiencies of the 
declaration even with conditions. 

A separate peace treaty with 
Germany cannot be made save by 
a two-thirds vote of the Senate, 
which will de blocked by a sum 
cient minority of Democratic Sen- 
ators, judging by their previous vote 
on the resolution and the emphatic 
and specific declarations of the 
Democratic platform. 

A similar difficulty will face Mr. 
Harding in any program departing 
from the League with the Lodge 
reservations and invoking a new 
treaty and the approval of two- 
thirds of the Senate 

HOPE OF LEAGUE FRIENDS. 

The Republican friends of the 


League, therefore, may still hope 
that Mr. Harding and his adminis- 


tration will find that the best and 


easiest solution of the problem, as 
it shall present itself after March 
4, will be to put the treaty and 
League through with the reserva- 
tions. 

There is nothing in the accept- 
ance and notification speeches to 
foreclose the possibility of such 
a result when Mr. Harding 
enters office and faces the 
responsibility of doing some- 
thing ffective in the matter 
and wishes to avoid such a dead- 
lock as Mr. Wilson insisted on forc- 
ing. 

Mr. Harding’s treatment of the 
labor question, the railroad ques 
tion, the matter of the high cost 
of living, and the needs of the 
farmers is admirable. It is clear, 
eandid, and full of common sense. 
He emphasizes the interest of the 
public in industrial peaco and its 
rights therein. He makes no dema- 
gogic promises. He tells the truth 
about the necessary limitations up- 
on what government legislation can 


HARDING'S APPEAL. 

His earnest appeal for a return 
to a conduct of the government in 
which the executive and legislative 
branches shall co-operate and 
each shall recognize’ the proper | 
function of the other and make the 
needed concessions to secure joint 
action are not only timely, but pre- 
sent one of the chief reasons for a 
vote of a want of confidence in the 
present administration. 

His insistence on the sacred 
charccter of law and order and 
the necessity for its maintenance in 
the cause of liberty and equal op- 
portunity is given greater force by 
the character and recbrd of the 
Republican candidates. 

It would be appropriate to answer 
in this article inquiries add 
to the writer in view of Senator 
Harding's speech, as to the duty in 
the coming election of a Republic- 
an, whose interest in the League 
of Nations transcends all party is- 
sues 
In the opinion of the writer, he 
should vote for Mr. Harding, but 
the limits of this article, already 
too much extended, preclude a 
statement of the reasons and it 
must be reserved for another day.

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O PITCH horseshoes or not te 
pitch them? 
This is the paramount po- 


litical issue today in Long Beach, 
&. question which is dividing house- 
holds, turning brother against 
brother, disrupting ancient friend- 
ships, and on which the next city 
administration will be chosen. 
Some weeks ago the City Com- 
mission of Long Beach passed an 
ordinance providing that anyone 
pitching horseshoes or plaving 
rogue. which is a grown-up\ form 
of croquet, in Pacific Park after 
August 1, would be Hable to a fine 
of $500 or imprisonment for six 
months, or both. 
A petition. signed by 6000 play- 
ems and spectators of these games 
— lanored by the commissioners, 
but instantly the Long Beach Tour- 


iste’ Ho Club and the Long 
Pech Roque Club got busy circu- 
latjng a referendum petition. For 


that 11903 signatures were neces- 
sary, but the petition that was filed 
Friday conta 2683 names, accord- 
ing to its rs. 

This males it necessary for the 
com missiqners. either to repeal the 
ordinamce or submit it to a vote of 
the people at a general or special 
election. * 

What to do is now the question. 
But as the Long Beach commis- 
sioners are taking nothing for 
“antie’ have 
dropped dark hints that the 
referendum petition is largely pad- 
Ged with tourists’ names, all

petition. What they found will be 
revealed at the commission's meet- 
ing tomorrow evening, which prom - 
iseg to be largely attended. 

Meanwhile, though August 1 was 
the day, no one seems to be anx- 
ious to interfere with the pastim- 
ing in Pacific Park.

QUESTION OF HOUR. 

Wherefore, wherever one 
excited arguing groups in the ch 
city these days one knows the in- 
alienable right of horseshoe pitch- 
Ing is being thrashed out. At such 
times Cox and Harding are forgot- 
ten, the League of Nations ont the 
cost of living fade into co ra · 
tive insignificance and the splrit of 
"76 rises rampant in defense of the 
cherishell prerogatives and sacred 
ugufructs of the citizens. 

The trouble is that there fs wide 
divergence of opinion as to what 
are the rights of citizens.

forever. The other party contends 
that those diversions are special 
privileges and therefore havé no 
place in a park which should offer 
equal rights to all. 

Every day except Sundays for the 
past thirteen years the Long Beach 
Tourists’ Horseshoe Club has held 
continuous sessions as long as the 
sun shone, twelve months in the 
ear, in Pacific Park. 

Although anyone may pitch 
horeeshoes in Pacific Park, more 
than 600 of the most ardent fans 


have organized the club, which 
takes care of the grounds, buys 
equipment and relieves the city 


from any obligation. W. A. Hoyt 
ig president and George E. Krinbill 
secretary. The same two men are 
president and secretary, respective- 
ly. of the California Btate Horseshoe 
Pitching Association, recently or- 
ganized, and expect to bring the 
national tournament to California 
two years hence. 

Last February the rapid growth’ 
of Long Beach caused the roque 
club to lose its private grounds and 
it applied for space in Pacific Park. 
also. Eugene Tincher, Commission- 
er of Public Parks. readily agreed. 
Mr. Tincher thinks it is a fine thing 
to use about one-tenth of the area 
of the park for contests of such 
absorbing interest to about fifty 
players and hundreds of spectators.

LWAYS A BLUNDER. | 

The experience of the British govern- 
ment in operating steam railroads has beer 
little happier than that of the present Dem- 
ocratic administration in our own country. 


On July & the British Ministry of Trans- 


pert submitted a report to Parliament to 
the effect that the national railways are 
wow operating at a joss of aporoximately 
$250,000,000 a year to the imperial govern- 
ment. The report adds thac a considerable 
amount of this Joss is due to the increased 


„ pay given last December to the railway 


employees. 

Under private ownership and operation 

the British railways paid a handsome profit. 

and freight rates have been about 
dou since they were taken over by tho 
government; but the increase fu operating 
expense has been still greater. The Minis. 
try of the Transport points out that another 
increase fn fares and freight rates is im- 
perative. 

“The declared policy of the government.” 
gays the report, “is that the railways are 
te be maintained upon a self-supporting ba- 
aie and are not to be sutsidized by the 
taxpayer.” An appeal then follows for an 
tmmediate consideration of the request for 
permission to increase rates because the 
roads are running bDebind a rate of near- 
ly $1,000,000 a day and deficits will 
have to be made up also from the increases 
allowed. 

There is a growing demand in Great Brit: 
ain for the return of the roads to private 
ownership and operation. The high freight 
and passenger rates are a serious hindrance 
te industry; and the longer the govern- 
ment operates the lines the greater the 
muddie grows. Lieyd George would have 
Gone well to follow President Wilson's 
4recedent in returning the roads to their 
Owners as soon as possible after the Ver. 
seilies treaty was sigued.

Not since the 
days of the Roman legions has un army 
broken completely away from edministre- 
tive control. The very. principles Which 
Lenine promulgated rob him of tue right 
to compel obedience to his dictates. The 
Times has repeatedly pointed out that Bol- 
shevism was nothing less than organized 
anarchy. It is now following its natural 
dent. 

But anarchy is contagtohs. It is the in- 
stinct of the brute. It recognizes no law 
of or man. It knows no right but tnat 
of the strongest. It is the practical appli 
cation of the theories of Socialism. No 
advocate of Communism can truthfully deny 
that the Red armies have the right to deter 
mine their own movements, that they are 
bound by no lien to the civil government 
in Moscow. The shepherd who nurtures 
the brood of the she wolf is himself respon 
sible for the harrying of bis flocks. Who 
heals the wounds of the tigef assumes re- 
sponcibiiity for its future depredations. 
There are parlor Bolshevists in this country 
who would do well to take that lesson to 
heart. 

There is consternation in the capitals of 
Western Europe over the advances of the 
Red armies. Their successes serve to rouse 
the greed for plunder in other peoples. Tho 
primal instinct of man prefers fighting for 
sustenance to working for it. Civiliaation 
has striven for centur‘es to supplant brute 
instincts with moral precepts. It ix this 
theory that justifies punishment of crime; 
but when the authority by which the pun- 
ishment is inflicted collapses, crime runs 
riot. 

Let us be frank with ourselves. Com- 
Mmunism has been coddled and condoned 
ever since the Russian revolution broke. 
There bas been too much harping on the 
theme that each people possesses the right 
to govern itself in its own way, that ne 
other country should interfere with the 
domestic government of Russia. The Allied 
nations have Ives pursued a policy 
of nobBinterference that enabled the Red 
armies to assemble. They said, “It is 
their own affair,” just as Cain sald, “Am 
1 my brother's keeper?” 

Any farmer knows that t thistles are Her 
mitted to blossom in one field, the soed 
‘will be carried by the winds into the next. 
But we failed to apply that principle to the 
government of peoples, and we must now 
pay the penalty. The tares of Bolshevism 
are blossoming in Britain, France and Italy. 
There ts a clamor against taking up ares 
to suppress the Reds; there are even mur - 
murs of a revolt of the have-nots; half. 
formed demands for the right of piunder. 
The house of civilization has been shaken 
by the Red cy€lone issuing from Bolshevist 
Russia. 

But The Times is not perturbed by any 
serious fears that the house will collapse. 
The very excesses of the Red armies wil! 
prove their own undoing. For the Red« 
are not simply warring on the rich. They 
dispossess the owner of one acre of his 
two cows just as readily as they rob the 
possessor of a thousand acres-of his flocks. 
They violate the maid as ruthlessly as the 
mistress. They make no distinction of de- 
grees of wealth, ring a pay envelope as 
Mleefully as a safe. 

Gen. Ludendorff, who possesses the doubt- 
ful distinction of having been a good 20 
dier in a bad cause, attributes the rise of 
Bolshevism to “the obtuseness of govern- 
ments and the lethargy of the middle 


Classes, as the latter like to stay quietly 


at dome on decisive days.” Tue faults of 
the last three years can only be redeemed 
by sacrifices. Those who desire to pre 
serve the fsith and the institutions of their 
fathers, the sanctity of the home and the 
lawful administration of justice, must be 
prepared to make the sacrifices necessary 
to attain those ends. It probably means 
more bloodshed in Europe, the remobiliza 
tion of armies and taking up again the 
turdens of war. The greater the reluctance 
shown in this regard, the more dangerouc 
will the Red terror become. The Times 
is unshaken in its belief ‘hat civilization 
wil] win in the end; but it would be folly 
t blind ourselves to the real peril and 
oppose only moral precepts to the Bol- 
shevist advance.

Therefore those in charge of such vehicle 
should be charged with ptional care 
and should be equal to the responsibilities 
resting upon them. Instead of that., in very 
many cages it is found that the driver of 
the motor truck is a careless and irrespop- 
sible youth with un wnrestrained passion 
for speed and a reckless whim for taking 
every chance of the road. He will cut cor- 
ners at a harrowing clip and will take a 
fiendish joy in rushing up to a corner in a 
way that will prevent all persons from 
reaching the street cars they desire to 
board. 

There may be traffic ordinances, but they 
are not for the juvenile motor traffic pirate. 
He will skim blithely by, whistling a bit of 
jazz and looking ahywhere but at the 
before him. He races the street cars to ‘he 
corners and in his passion to get around 
somebody will trespass on the tracks aud 
possibly start a traffic jam that seems 10 
fill him with holy glee. The more trouble 
and terror he can create the more delirivus 
is his pleasure. He himsejf is driving a 
two or five-ton truck with wheels like the 
rock of ages.

The motor truck is tearing up the 
roads. It must not also be permitted to 
imperil lighter traffic and kill off pedes- 
trians. Suitable official action must be 
taken to correct a situation cr condition 
that is becoming intolerable.

ANT A COAD FAMINE. 

An outlaw strike of coal miners in 
the East and Middle West is now in prog- 
ress. The miners are following in the foot- 
steps of the radicals among the railroad 
brotherhoods. President Lewis of the Unit 


-ed Mine Workers says that the strike ia 


vnauthoriged, that the men are acting on 
thelr own initiative and that there is noth- 
ing the national union can do about it. 
Enough miners have already downed 
tools to seriously lessen the coal output, 
which may be 10,000,000 tons below that of 
last year. The mine operators attempted 
to speed up production during the summer 
months to insure a full winter supply; but 
the union miners are apparently determined 
that there shall be another coal famine in 
order to increase the public disconient. 
Sovietization of the coal industry is the 
professed objective of the miners’ union. 
They are determined to make private op 
eration a faflure, to force a coal famine 
and compel the government to seize the 
mines in order to keep the home fires 
burning during the herd winter months. 
About balf the members of the miners’ 
union are unnaturalized foreigners who are 
seeking to repeat Russia's expertence in 
this country. As they are not cit:sens they 
are deaf to the appeals of patretism. Few 
of them have relatives here and they are 
not moved by the prospect of sufferiny 
among the families of the poor. They fig- 
ure that they have nothing to lose in 3 
general revolution and that they might get 
hold of something that now rightfully be 


longs to others. 


Such a strike is difficult to meet while 
In normal 
times the places of the strikers tould bo 
quickly filled, for it doesn’t take one long 
to learn to mine coal. But, by reason of 
extraordinary labor conditions, it is pousible 


that the Bast and the Middle West will 


suffer seriously for coal during the coming 
winter. Fortunate is the father of the fam- 
ily who resides in Los Angeles. Here the 
fuel problem only becomes acute when it 
relates to gasoline; and cutting down the 
supply for the pleasure cars always leaves 
enough for delivery machines. 


TOM CONNALLY’S PROTEST. 


Recently there have been signs of the 
danger of JIrish-Americanism. We have 
seen men calling themselves American citt- 
zens trying to influence the policies of 
American political parties to suit the prop- 
aganda of an Irish agitator in the interest 
of Ireland and because of attachment, not 
to America, but to Ireland. 

A protest against this Irish form of hy- 
phenism was raised before the platform 
committee of the Democratic convention by 
a member of Congress from Texas, Nepre 
sentative Tom Connally. And it came with 
all the greater force because it came from 
an American of Irish descent. In a hear 
ing by the committee, Representative Con- 
nally, declaring that the proposed plank 
pledging the party to official recognition of 
the republic of Ireland was not the proper 
expression for the convention, said: 

Jam an American, although my ances- 
tors were of Irish blood. I am not an 
Irish-American. I am simply an American. 
I am against any kind-of hyphenated Irish. 
German or British,” he continued, in spite 
of the hisses from the propagandists. “I 
stand for Americanism.” 

As some of the most effective leaders on 
behalf of Americanism against German- 
Americanism were men of German descent. 
so we hope it will probe that some of the 
most effective leaders on behalf of Amer. 
icanism against Irish-Americanism will be 
of Irish blood. 

We Americans have had our lesson. Ws 
ought not to forget it. We want no hyphen- 
ism here.—T Outlook.

Judge Wade. I represented the 
plaintiff, and J. 8. Chapman, Mr. 
White and John D. Bicknell were 
for the defendant. I was finally 
beaten, but each of t three gen- 
tlemen separately con ted me 
on the way I handled the case. I 
was a newcomer and a st and 
was naturally much gratified by this 
courtesy, and from that case result- 
ed a friendship with all three which 
lasted as long as they lived. 
It is difficult to write in detall of 


my association with Senator White, 


for I must depend solely upon rec 
oljection. I kept the dockets, letter 
reads and records of our office for 
more than ten years after his death 
(1901) and then they were burned. 

Soon after Mr. White’s election to 
the United States Senate (1892) we 
were in attendance on the Supreme 
Court, which was then held in the 
McDonald Block on Main street, 
north of First. We were in tha 
clerk’s office waiting to be called 
and I suggested thay, as he was tu 
be away so much of the time, we 
form an equal partnership, to last 
during his term, and that I attend 
to all business during his absence 
and assist him when he was here. 
He sald he had been thinking of 
that very thing and that we woul! 

r. 

That conversation wag in April. 
Nothing more was said until some 
time in the autumn, Wen we spoke 
of it again and we started in. The 
only thing he said was that he 
would like to keep Billy Cardwell, 
who had been with him a good many 
years and had kept the books and 
was a sort of manager. He re- 
mained with us as ‘ong as we were 
together, and afterwards with Mr. 
White as long as he lived. 

The conversations I have related 
constituted the only partnership 
agreement We ever nad. We never 
had a writing of any kind and never 
had a word of disagreement. 

I call to mind an amusing inci- 
dent in the course of the trial at 
San Diego of a case based on a 
ceed to the Warner ranch which 
was said to have been lost or de- 
stroyed. Judge Works was one of 
the attorneys against us and it was 
a very bard-fought case. Mr. White. 
of course, took the leading part and 
won the trial, which occupied about. 
six weeks. With clerks, stenogra- 
phers and witnesses we occupied the 
ccean side of the Coronado Hotel, 
and as it was in the off season we 
had the place pretty much to our- 
selves. 

There was an Irish woman on the 
etand, called by Mr. White. Judge 
Works made a motion to strike out 
ber answer to one of the questions. 
The trial judge said, “Strike it out.” 
She turned to him very indignantly. 
and said, “Sthrike it out, do you? 
Well, you can sthrixe it in again. 
for it is the truth.” 

Mr. White came into my room one 
day and said a prominent woman 
was much worried because she was 
to de named as co-respondent in a 
civorece case to be filed next day. 
She had told the name of the law- 
yer who was bringing the case. In 
the course of the conversation I 
learned that the defendant had de- 
serted his wife more than a year 
before. L suggested to Mr. White 
that he the lawyer and try to 
have desertion the only cause of ac- 
tion mentioned. The plaintiff's law- 
yer adopted the suggestion. 

Mr. White was back in his office 
in less than an hovr and told me 
of his success. I asked him what 
he was going to charge and he said 
“Nothing.” I made out a bill and 
banded it to him and said, “When 
ehe comes in to find out what hap- 
pened give her this. You will find 
the will pay it quick.” And she did. 

When I gave this advice I was 
not on the divorce bench. 

When I suggested the partner. 
ship I expressly stated that it was 
to be only for the time Mr. White 
was in the Senate. When his time 
expired (1893) I told him I would 
go or stay, according to his pleasure, 
but if I stayed, as he was to be 
home all the time, an equal division 
would not be fair, and I would be 
satisfied with whatever division he 
might fix. 

He said he would think it over 
ond in a day or two he said he had 
been alone for many years before he 
was elected to the Senate and he be- 
lieved he preferred to be alone for 
‘the rest of his life. 

It took us less than an hour to 
agree upon a division of the fees 
cue and of the pending cases, but 
we remained in the same office for 
several months after that. He and 
remained the t of friends as 
long as he lived 

When I left Mr. White's office 
Judge Clark had recently died and 
I desired, if possible. to be appoint- 
ed in his place. Gov. Gage was 
then in office and Mc. White said he 
thought he could obtain the appoint- 
ment for me. For some time it 
Icoked as if it would come my way, 
but one afternoon one of the eve- 
ning papers announced that I would 
net be appointed on account of some 
sharp words I had used toward Gov. 
Gege in a matter we had tried 
against each other before the Board 
of Supervisors. A few days after 
that Judge Fitzgeralu was appointed 
and I waited until April, 1905, when 
I was appointed by Gov. Pardee. 

Mr. White used to say that the 
good lawyer was tho one who won 
cares, that the ability to make a 
brilliant argument did ot make a 
men a good lawyer if he tould not 
win. He was usually very particu. 
lar not to take cases unless he was 
reasonably certain to win, and this 
regardless of the amount of the fees. 

I have never known another law 
yer like him. There have been good 
civil lawyers and good criminal law- 
yers, good jury lawyers, good law- 
vers in court and good office law 
yers, but he was the best we ever 
had here in any line. There was 
not a lawyer who was bis equal in 
criminal cases and in the civil de-

Health Department Obtains 
Standing in Fresh Way. 
Four Months’ Samples Used 
in Scoring Local Milk. 


Van Nuys Farm at Top With 
its Certified Product. 


TInaugurating what it states is « 
new system of getting the standing 
of dairies placed before the con- 
sumers in a fair and impartial man- 
ner the health department has just 

shed tabulating results of a mik - 
scoring period which started April 
1. During the past week samples of 
milk were collected from every milk 


Gealer and dairyman serving Los 
Angeles who has more than five cows 
or goats. These were scored at the 
health department by Dr. F. P. wu 
cox of the State Department of Ag- 
riculture, Sacramento: G. D. Turn- 
baw of the University of California 
farm, Davis, and R. J. Posson of the 
United States. Department of Agri- 
culture, Salt Lake City. 

The samples — during the 
week were averaged with all other 
samples obtained during the last 
four months, and each dairy’s milk 
given a rating on a milk score card 
adopted by the dairy division of the 
United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. 

This score card allows 100 points 
for perfect, of which thirty-five 
points are for bacterial count, fif- 
teen for favor and odor, ten for ab- 
sence of sediment, fifteen for butter 
fat, fifteen for solids not fat, five for

EUGENE WALTER PLAY AT 


THE MAJESTIC THEATER.

Playwrights who specialize in 
drama with a punch genefally tip 
their hats in passing Eugene Wal- 
ter for his ability to line up a thun- 
dering battery of realistic dialogue 
and situations to stir up thought. 
He has accomplished this in a.great- 
er or less degree ever since he took 
a hack at modern social life in Paid 
in Full,” and the means he employs 
remain just about the same as at 
that period. 

“The Challenge, which was pre- 
sented last night at the ajestic 
Theater, reveals Walters cannons
